NEW REGULATIONS PERMIT 
FREE ENTRY OF PERSONAL 
ARTICLES 


Amendéd regulations respecting the 
bond charges made by the govern- 
ment on motor tourists’ effects have 
been received from Ottawa by the 
board of trade. Formerly motor tour- 
ists coming to Canada from. the 
United States were required to place 
a bond jon many articles of their 
equipment, including golf clubs, . ten- 
nis racquets, fishing tackle and so 
forth. 

The new regulations state that per- 
sons visiting Canada for a limited 
period for health or pleasure, may 
brig with them such articles of 
tourists’ outfits or sportmens equip- 
ment qs they may require while in 
Canada for their own use and not 
for gain or hire, upon : reporting to 
the customs officer at the Canadian 
port of entry.

TERILIZATION OF DAIRY 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


Of the various sotrces of contam- 
ination to which milk is subject the 
dairy uténsilé have been definitely 
established as one of the most ser- 
ious, capable of contributing a high 
percentage of the bacteria found in 
milk, Consequently the sterilization 
of cans, pails, ‘or other containers, 
cannot be neglected if milk contain- 
ing few bacteria. is to be found. Thor 
ough cléaning is essential, ‘but in it- 
self is sufficient. Steps must be tak-

Pails, stiainers, ete., after 
washing are scalded pouring a 
pint of boiling water/over the entire 
inner surface; cans are best treated 
by pouring in a quart of boiling water 
replacing the lid, and rolling the can 
along the floor to ensure thorough 
scalding of the inner surface. As the 
temperature of the water drops over 
50 F. during this operation, a fresh 
quantity must be proveded for each 
utensil. Unless this is done,.. good re- 
sults cannot bé hoped for. 

Because of the saving in time and 
f:1el, chorline solutions are being us- 
cd in some districits ,to replace the | 
scalding treatment, and where used 
intelligently have equal or superior | 
sterilizing efficiercy. Cans and pails 
are carefully rinsed with chorline sol- 
ution as in the scalding treatment, or 
immersed for one minute in a tank 
containing the sclution. Hither is sat-! 
isfactory provided the utensils are! 
well washed and the chlorine solution ' 
is up-to strengtn. Further details re-'
